brought m odern im provem ents into the 
art. 
T hey practice three k inds of luxW 
dooixm, according to the caprice of the 
client and the degree of hatred w ith 
w hich he is po--esxod. 
In one they use 
a toad, in another a doll and in a third 
they operate a F e sprit volant, or, in 
other w ords, they rem ove the spirit and 
place it tem porarily just w here they 
w ant it. 
H ere are tHo prescriptions for the 
three m ethod s: Yon tak e a road, m ale 
or fem ale, according to the sex of the 
l>erson w hom you w ish to reach. 
You 
b aptize it as you w< nld a child, giving 
it the full nam e of your enem y. 
W hile 
you are com m itting this sacrilege you 
m us t endeav r to w ork yourself up into 
a paroxysm of hatred tow ard your vic­ 
tim , and you m ust sandw ich the sacra 
m e nt a l w ords w ith the m ost horrible 
im precations.

tow ard your victim . 
It slips into his
